London, Sept. 6— The power* have 
intervened in China to the extent of

be kept within certain limits where 
the foreign colony will not be jeop­ 
ardized. according to the Times cor­ 
respondent at Shanghai. 
A note was dispatched to General 
Chi Hsieh Yuan and General Lu Sung 
Hsiang warning them that they must 
not fight along the He Tang PU KL 
or from the Woo Fung forts below 
Shanghai to the Kiangnan 
arsenal 
above the city. 
The Times corres­ 
pondent also reported that General 
Lu, 
who 
is 
defending 
Shanghai 
against the attacking force of Gen­ 
eral Chi, has issued a lengthy mani­ 
festo declaring war 
against 
Presi­ 
dent Tsao Hun of the Peking govern­ 
ment. 
The 
manifesto 
denounces 
Tsao Run as an ‘‘illegal 
president 
and an arch robber.'' 
This denunciation, the correspon­ 
dent says, is believed to he prelimin­ 
ary to the entrance of Chang Tsao 
Lin into the struggle. 
Chang, pow­ 
erful northern warlord, opposes the 
present government at Peking, and 
would cause the present conflict to 
assume a more serious aspect.

Shanghai, Sept. f . — The foreign 
settlement at Shanghai was appre­ 
hensive today, not because a direct 
attack by Chekiang forces was fear­ 
ed, hut owing to the danger of allow­ 
ing refugee troops in the quarter if 
Lu Yung Hsiang’s army should be 
defeated. 
Already 7,000 destitute 
Russian 
refugees who sought shelter in the 
foreign quarter have been augment­ 
ed by 20,000 Chinese refugees since 
hostilities before the city opened. 
The general political 
outlook 
Is 
causing grave fears. 
Chinese 
at 
Shanghai now are openly endorsing 
a 
foreign 
proposal 
to 
neutralize 
Shanghai for the purpose 
of 
safe­ 
guarding immense commercial 
in­ 
terests in the city from the clashing 
warlords. 
The latter rigidly oppose 
neutralization because it would Him-; 
inate Immense revenue now collect­ 
ed. 
Meanwhile both generals contend­ 
ing for possession of the city are 
continuing conscription,

equivalent to kidnaping thousands of 
peaceful Chinese for trench digging 
and transport work.

OF CIVILIZATION 
Boston, Sept. 6. —After weeks In 
the far north on the rim of civilisa­ 
tion, where few men live aud ice and 
snow clog the earth and seu, the 
crews of the world air cruisers sud­ 
denly heard again the cheering of a 
great crowd, tile shriek of factory 
whist lea, music and tile booming of 
cannon. 
Men high in the councils of the 
hind 
government 
officials, 
diplo­ 
mat*, admirals glittering with go(d, 
and officers of the army of which 
they are a part— fled with each o th ­ 
er to do honor to the little group of 
sunbrowned men who wore hut one 
bar on their shoulders. 
As they came out of 
the 
blue, 
swiftly looming larger, a hand play­ 
ed tile national anthem, gutta roared 
lite national salute of 21 guns, and 
when the planes finally settled on 
the historic waters of Boston harbor 
th** strains of “ Home, Sweet Home," 
were carried to them on the west 
wind. 
The three big Douglas 
cruisers 
swooped down from the 
blue 
sky, 
broken by fleecy white 
clouds, 
in 
great steps, until they touched the 
water and taxied to their moorings. 
But the world flight is not over. 
There are still 3,000 miles, and even 
as the planes came to their moorings 
the men turned their attention 
to 
their machines. 
The hand, as if in 
prophecy, sent forth the lilting notes 
of “California, I am Coming," and as 
tin brans trumpets blared their tones 
down at one man in the cockpit of 
one of the planes he reddened under 
his coat of tan when the breeze swept 
tile message in music “Someone Stole 
My Girl.”
